FIRST IRRIGATION WORK 


Dam Will Be Built to Carry Trackee 


Waters Into Nevada 


The secretary of the interior has be- 


gun to organize the executive staff 
necessary 
for carrying far ward 
the 


work contemplated in the irrigation 
law recently passed. 
Mr. Hitchcock 


says nothing will be done until suffi- 
cient funds have accumulated from the 
sale of lands to warrant the successful 
undertaking of the initial experiments. 
Then it is his plan to begin the con- 
struction of two or three irrigation pro- 
iects which will he pushed to comple- 
tion before others are started. 


The first of the three experiments 


which he has in mind will in all 
probability be located 
in Northern 


California, where the Truckee river 
will be dammed and the water carried 
over into Nevada. A second in Arizona 
where the (tila w i l l be dammed, and 
a third in Montana where the waters 
of the St. Mary's river w i l l be stored. 
The geological" survey has been work- 
ing on these localities, and it will be 
on their 
recommendation 
that the 


secretary will act. 
The law gives him 


full power of discretion.

He said that in making 
up the acocunt he hail no doubt the 
secretary of war, "the ranking parti- 
san of them ail," had excluded every 
possible item in order to1 reduce the 
amount to a minimum. But even the 
octute secretary of war, he said, had 
furnished no estimate of the blood 
that our possession of the islands had 
cost. He thought that fully 100,000 
I-ihpnios had perished directly or in- 
directly as a result of the war waged 
against them, and that 10,000 Ameri- 
can lives had been lost or wrecked.
